


MLA supports private school funding

Richard Marz, local MLA has 
come out in support of funding 
private schools with provincial 
educational dollars. 

"I am in favor of funding the 
instructional part of private 
schools equitable," he told the 
Review last week. 

"They have to go through the 
same scrutiny as public schools. 
If students are being taught the 
Alberta curriculum they are still 
our students and I don't think 
they should be discriminated 
against because they choose to 
go to a school that may meet 
different needs," said Marz. He 
points out he is only speaking 
about the accredited schools in 
the area, which is those that are 
proven to be teaching the Al¬ 
berta curriculum. 

Marz stated his position in 
the Legislature in support of 
Airdrie Mountain View MLA 


Carol Haley's private members 
bill 209. The bill called for 75% 
funding for instructional sup¬ 
port. 

He insists the money would 
not be taken at the detriment of 
the public system suggestingper- 
haps the money could be found 
in the provincial surplus from 
last year or from the surplus 
projected for this year. 

"No one in the government, 
including myself, is advocating 
funding private schools at the 
expense of the public system,” 
Marz explains. 

There are approximately four 
privates schools in the Olds/Dids- 
bury/Three Hills constituency. 
The mtgority of those schools, 
explains Marz, are private only 
because they are Christian schools 
and are not permitted to be char¬ 
ter schools fully funded by the 
province because the curriculum 
is based on their religion. 


Currently private schools are 
funded by the province at 50% of 
the public school rate and on the 
basis of tuition fees paid by the 
students. They must fund their 
own transportation, capital, 
maintenance and so on. 

In his speech to Legislature, 
Marz tried to dispel the belief 
that children who attend private 
schools are those of the elite or 
wealthy members of society. 

"It is thought that only rich 
kids go to private schools. Noth¬ 
ing could be further from the 
truth. Most of the families in my 
area who send their children to 
private schools are average 
Albertans, many of whom work 
hard on their farms and in their 
businesses trying to provide the 
best education they can for their 
children. This means sending 
them to private schools where 
they can receive the specialized 
instruction they want," Marz told 


his fellow members of the Legis¬ 
lature. 

Marz says that he has received 
a number of phone calls and let¬ 
ters in support of his stand on 
the issue, which he stated during 
the election campaign was 100% 
instructional support of private 
schools. 

Local school board trustee, 
Deb Cousins, says she is in favor 
of the proposal. 

"Private schools are very fru¬ 
gal and I think they should be 
funded," she said. She says there 
may be a fear in the public that a 
comparison can be drawn to the 
United States where, she says, 
private schools that are funded 
tend to flourish at the cost of the 
public system. Cousins says there 
are too many government stand¬ 
ards for that to happen in the 
Province of Alberta. She says she 
believes the competition that

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Warning of high 
risk offender 


The RCMP has issued a pub¬ 
lic warning in regards to the 
release of a federal/provincial 
inmate, in the interest of pub¬ 
lic safety. 

Kelly Dean Maclver has been 
released from the Calgary Re¬ 
mand Centre on warrant ex¬ 
piry having served a full sen¬ 
tence for sexual assault. The 
assault involved a 25-year old 
female. Maclver has a criminal 
record of previous convictions 
for sexual assault and indecent 
act involving victims between 
the ages of five and 60. The 
offences took place in Alberta, 
and information contained in 
his file indicates that he repre¬ 
sents a significant risk for 
sexual offences against children 
or any vulnerable female. Cor¬ 
rectional Services Canada/the 
Correctional Services Division 
of Alberta Justice has desig¬ 
nated Maclver as a high risk 
offender. 

Upon his release, Maclver 


will be on probation for three 
years and will be under the su¬ 
pervision of the Red Deer Com¬ 
munity 

He is 29-years old, 5'11" and 
166 pounds with brown hair 
and brown eyes, and is living in 
Red Deer. 

The RCMP is issuing this 
information and warning after 
careful deliberation and con¬ 
sideration of all related issues, 
including privacy concerns in 
the belief that it is clearly in 
the public interest to inform 
the members of the community 
of the release of Maclver. The 
RCMP believes that there is a 
risk of significant harm to the 
health or safety of the public 
and in particular, children and 
any female. 

Members of the public are 
advised that the intent of the 
process is to enable the public 
to take suitable precautionary 
measures and not to embark on 
any vigilante action.

could arise between 
public schools and pri¬ 
vate schools would 
soley be in the quality 
of the deliverance of 
education and not in 
the dollars aspect. 

"I think a little 
friendly competition 
could be healthy." 

The Legislature 
agreed to put together 
a task force to prepare 
a discussion paper on 
the funding issue. The 
task force is chaired by 
Ron Stevens, a Calgary 
MLA and includes four 
members of the public 
who are supposed to represent the public input. Marz 
expects the document should be ready for public release 
this fall. 

"Then there will be an opportunity for public consul¬ 
tation," he says. He says he has no feeling of what the 
outcome will be. "It is hard to predict." 

Marz says although Bill 209 is not 100% of what he 
thinks should be funded, he will support it because it 
does address at least 75% instructional funding. 

Local Alberta Teacher's Association representative, 
Bob Worsfold was not available for comment on the 
issue. 



Town council notes: 15 Ave. gets new face 


The waterslide at the Dids- 
bury Aquatic Centre is being her¬ 
alded as a complete success as it 
is coming in over and above the 
revenue expectations. "It's an in¬ 
credible success story," said Ken 
Luck, town recreation director. 
"We'll not have to take a single 
dollar out of reserves. It's paid 
for itself folks," he added. Coun¬ 
cil had expected that with the six 
weeks of shut down of Didsbury 
Aquatic Centre while the slide 
was being constructed there 
would be some form of loss for 
the year. But Luck explains they 
were not factoring in that the 
slide would increase admissions 
to the centre and not just the 
water slide. Council agreed they 
may be able to put money into 
reserves for DAC instead of pull¬ 
ing out of them. The expendi¬ 
tures for the construction of the 
slide was $156,619.72 and the 
revenue generated by admis¬ 
sions, donations and grants came 
to a total of $161,545.51. 


Construction and re-paving on 
15 Ave. is expected to begin this 
week. The road, which is full of 
potholes and cracks has been a 
goal of council for some time. 
The contract was awarded to lo¬ 
cal contractor, Reimer Concrete. 


The town council approved 
three encroachment agreements 
at their Tuesday meeting. 
Encroachment agreements are 
needed between the town and a 
resident if an individual's use of 
land stretches onto town owned 
land. Robert Wigg, town 
development officer, met with a 
lawyer to work out the best 
agreements that would protect 
the town in case they ever needed 
to reclaim the property. 


There will be a temporary road 
closure of 20 Street in front of 
the Train Station from 19 Ave. to 


half a block south for a teen street 
dance to be held in conjunction 
with Didsbury Ag Fair and Ro¬ 
deo. On the same note, the pa¬ 
rade route will also be closed to 
regular traffic on the morning of 
August 16 at 9 a.m. For exact 
locations call the town office. 


The Didsbury Pathfinders 
were granted their request to be 
given 10 Town of Didsbury pins 
to take to a Girl Guide Panorama 
in Stettler, Alta. 


A new streetlight will be in¬ 
stalled on an existingpole in front 
of 2313 16 Street. The new light 
was requested by a resident who 
felt more light in the area was 
needed. The cost of the pole will 
be $17.55 per month with 
TransAlta Utilities to incur the 
cost of the pole itself. 


Council passed a Code of Con¬ 
duct for all staff of the Town of 
Didsbury. "I think it's a good thing 
to have this policy," said Coun. 
Willard Swalm. 


A local resident asked to have 
the driveway in front of Home 
Hardware closed to provide for 
two more parking spaces down¬ 
town. Home Hardware indicated 
to council they use that driveway 
and did not want it closed. Coun¬ 
cil denied the resident's request. 


Countrywynde Estates will 
soon be breaking ground on the 
comer of 15 Ave. and 23 Street, 
council endorsed terms of the 
development agreement between 
the town and local developer 
Gladys Ringheim. Countrywynde 
is expected to have their first 
showhome in place by later this 
fall. 


The laneway north of 16 Ave. 
and west of 20 Ave. will be reo¬ 
pened. 


Council will be furthering 
discussions about installing 
new stops signs or replacing 
the existing yield signs on 22 
Ave. and 21 Street intersection. 
Concerns have been raised by 
residents about the speed of 
motorists through the area, 
which is actually a 30 kilome¬ 
tre zone. Wes Yeomans, direc¬ 
tor of engineering and opera¬ 
tional services, said he will look 
into the problem and maybe 
move the speed limit signs to a 
more visible location. He will 
also be speaking with the RCMP 
to encourage enforcement of 
the limit. The stop sign issue 
will come back to council at 
their next meeting pending fur¬ 
ther investigation. 


A request for an extended 
playground zone along 22 


Street was denied because it 
was felt this issue was also more 
a concern of enforcement of the 
posted speed limits.

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Town commits to Parkland

The Town of Didsbury has 
made their final decision regard¬ 
ing the future of Didsbury's Li¬ 
brary Services-they will go with 
Parkland Library Services. 

At last Tuesday's council meet¬ 
ing a motion was made to in¬ 
struct the Library Board to tell 
Parkland that the town will sign 
up at a $4.03 per capita rate. 

"As long as it is $4.03 per 
capita we ll go for it. If it gets any 
higher we won't sign a contract," 
said Coun. Gayle Veno. 

Coun. Dorothy Moore- 
Anderson agreed. "The price is 
sounding better now." However, 
Anderson opposed the motion to 
join Parkland at the current cost 
at this time. 

"I think we should wait. I 
think our bargaining position 
gets better the longer we wait,” 
she told the council. 

Parkland Library Services 
used to be paid for out of the 
school board’s tax grab. How¬ 
ever, Chinook's Edge decided last 
year that they would no longer 
be in the business of providing 
service to all residents and would 
re-examine their future with the 
library service provider for the 
school libraries. This left local 
libraries in a lurch and in a 
situation where they had to de¬ 
cide how they would fund their 
libraries. 

Parkland wanted to recruit 
those left hanging to ensure its 
survival as a service provider 


after losing the school board con¬ 
tract. They sent out proposals 
that suggested the cost per capita 
would be as high as $5 to $6 per 
capita. Although the Didsbury 
Library wanted the service the 
Town of Didsbury concluded the 
cost was "just too high," and were 
beginning to examine other op¬ 
tions. 

Parkland had set the rate at 
that amount so it could provide 
what town councillors were call¬ 
ing, "The Cadillac Version of li¬ 
brary services." This means that 
the amount allotted back to the 
libraries out of their per capita 
cost would be higher (up to $3) 
for the purchase of books, bor¬ 
rowing of books, reference serv¬ 
ices, and computer services. 

"Our council said there is no 
way we can afford to pay $20,000 
per year for library services. 

When Parkland started re¬ 
ceiving feedback similar to Dids¬ 
bury's, they offered a "bare bones 
version." This version of services 
would cost the $4.03 but would 
only give an allotment back of 
$ 1.30 for the purchasing of books. 

Municipalities were asked to 
send a letter of intent to join so 
Parkland could finalize the costs 
based on the estimated numbers. 
They now feel they have enough 
support to provide library serv¬ 
ices at the lower cost. 

"I don't think we can go any¬ 
where where we could get it 
cheaper," said Veno at the coun¬ 
cil meeting. The cost that will 


now be incurred will be just over 
$14,000. 

Veno says that because this is 
a new cost to the town the money 
will have to be found somewhere. 
She suggests the council is going 
to have to examine adding onto 
the mill rate or taking it out of 
general revenue. One option to 
help recover some of the cost will 
be raising the cost of a family 
membership to the library. These 
options will be examined at the 
budget review for the Town of 
Didsbury this fall and a decision 
will be made. 

"It won't go up this year but, 
we re definitely going to have to 
look at raising it in the future," 
said Veno. She explains that she 
doesn't feel the cost will ever 
become unbearable or unreason¬ 
able. The libraiy board also plans 
to hold some fund raising events 
like a family fashion show to add 
to the pot of money needed to pay 
for a library. 

Another part of library service 
that will change is the availability 
of the local library to residents who 
reside outside of the town limits. 
The County of Mountain View has 
previously made the indication that 
they will not join the system mean¬ 
ing the residents who wish to use 
a libraiy in one of the towns will be 
required to carry their own weight. 
Parkland has suggested a nonresi¬ 
dent fee of $60 for a family member¬ 
ship. 

County councillor, Jack Peck 
has indicated he does not believe 


Lottery Boards may bring $66,000

The Didsbury Town Council 
has volunteered to put up the 
initial costs and administrative 
duties in setting up the Commu¬ 
nity Lottery Boards being estab¬ 
lished throughout the province. 

The council received infor¬ 
mation explaining the govern¬ 
ment's plans to establish 90 Com¬ 
munity Lottery Boards to over¬ 
see the distribution of an addi¬ 
tional $50 million in lottery 
funding throughout the prov¬ 
ince in 1998-99. It looks like the 
money will be distributed on a 
per capita basis to the boards 
and the boards will then decide 
how the money will be spent in 
that region. According to the 


numbers provided by the prov¬ 
ince this could mean an alloca¬ 
tion to Didsbury of over $66,000 
($18.61 per capita). Money is to 
be used for non-profit commu¬ 
nity organizations through a 
process of application. 

Town director of recreation, 
Ken Luck, says he has not yet 
received further information of 
what the exact boundaries will 
be for the individual boards but, 
he feels from reading the infor¬ 
mation package that the 
boundaries will fall within mu¬ 
nicipal boundaries. This could 
mean the County of Mountai 
View would become the region 
of the local board. 

The first step in setting up

Road and weather conditions were not believed to be a factor in the accident, though alcohol may 
have been. Any charges from this matter are awaiting the results of further police investigation.

Each of these organizations 
have different mandates because 
Community Futures deals with 
community projects. So if you 
are interested in education please 
support the school councils and 
Community Futures Groups by 
attending their meetings. They 
need your input. 

The board has put in their 
submissions to the Building 
Branch for their 1999/2000 
projects. Traditionally the noti¬ 
fication on those projects comes 
sometime in December. During 
the fall Yates and Thompson will 
be visiting all the schools in our 
jurisdiction so that they can up¬ 
date our five year master plan 
with the inclusion of two future 


years worth of projects. This will 
be an ongoing process. Accord¬ 
ing to the documents over the 
last couple of years administra¬ 
tors like the new process and feel 
that it is beneficial to the juris¬ 
diction. 

The focus for Chinook's Edge 
will continue to be to work to¬ 
wards providing quality educa¬ 
tion for our students. We look 
forward to working with schools, 
staffs, school councils and cen¬ 
tral office to provide educational 
choices for our students. Com¬ 
munication is part of that proc¬ 
ess. All stakeholders need to work 
cooperatively in order to achieve 
success in this. In order to pro¬ 
vide timely information follow¬ 
ing a board meeting I have started 
sending out a summary called 
Board Notes. It is written after 
the board meeting and is sent 
out to schools, school councils, 
town and village councils, county 
councils, MLA's and the media. 
So please do not hesitate to con¬ 
tact your schools for a copy. Only 
by working together can we 
achieve success. Success to me 
means providing educational 
choices which will benefit our 
students. So students, teachers, 
administrators, and central of¬ 
fice get ready, because here comes 
the new year.

Back in 1991, the first charter 
school in the United States 
opened in Minnesota. Today more 
than 600 operate in 25 states, 
with several thousand predicted 
by the year 2000. In Canada, only 
Alberta has moved to accommo¬ 
date charter schools, and nine 
have opened. 

How are they doing? A two 
year study by the Hudson Insti¬ 
tute gathered data from 9,000 
students, parents, and teachers 
involved in charter school pro¬ 
grams. Released in June, the 
study awarded these alternative 
schools high marks and found 
"satisfaction levels that are wide 
and deep" among their 
stakeholders. 

What is a charter school? They 
differ from traditional public 
schools in one important respect, 
parents and teachers run them, 
free from the education depart¬ 
ment's day-to-day oversight. 
Funding still comes from the pub¬ 
lic purse. 

The Hudson study reported a 
nearly unanimous verdict from 
the primary players in these 
schools: "their focus in on educa¬ 
tion, their students are flourish¬ 
ing academically and they are 
havens for children of all races, 
backgrounds, and abilities who 
were not thriving in conventional 
schools." 

The last fact is important be¬ 
cause charter school opponents 
have regularly predicted that 
they would siphon off the "best 
and the brightest", leaving other 
students behind in underachiev¬ 
ing conventional schools. The 
new study discovered that almost 
50% of charter school enrollees 
came from minority groups, ver¬ 
sus only 34% in regular public 
schools. 

Parents ranked charter 
schools higher on every indica¬ 
tor, and fewer than 4% intend to 
transfer their children next year. 
They cited small class size, higher 
standards, better teachers, and 
more opportunity for parental 
involvement. Nearly half of par¬ 
ents surveyed who said their chil¬ 
dren once performed "poorly" 
claim they are now doing "excel¬ 
lent" or "above average" work. 

Only 3% of teachers wanted 
to teach elsewhere next year. 
Over 60% rate their salaries as 
the same or higher than in pub¬ 
lic schools, and 98% report "much 
success" or "some success" in rais- 
ing student achievement. A 
strong majority of students 


praised their charter school ex¬ 
perience as superior to previous 
learning, describing as the top 
three features "good teachers", 
"they teach till I learn it" and 
"they don’t let me fall behind". 

Minnesota, one of the most 
progressive American states, is 
aggressively embracing the char¬ 
ter school model. The Governor 
there was so frustrated by the 
pubic system's dismissal per¬ 
formance —over half of high 
school students don't graduate— 
that he vetoed a public educa¬ 
tion bill when it limited the 
number of charter schools. In 
July, Minnesota's legislature 
caved in and authorized-an un¬ 
limited number, despite hostile 
lobbying from teachers' associa¬ 
tions. 

So far 18 American states of¬ 
fer volunteer programs, where 
parents can send their children 
to any school, public or private, 
or charter and that number will 
continue to rise dramatically. 

Helen Raham of the Society 
for the Advancement of Excel¬ 
lence in Education in Kelowna, 
B.C., welcomes the Hudson In¬ 
stitute's findings. She says char¬ 
ter schools provide more options 
for students, especially those 
who are struggling. More paren¬ 
tal involvement, site-based deci¬ 
sion-making, opportunities to in¬ 
novate and accountability for re¬ 
sults. 

Canada’s public school mo¬ 
nopoly mode. With its uneven 
results, has started to wobble 
and shed pieces. Alberta, the 
province whose students per¬ 
form best in Canada is expand¬ 
ing their use in Moncton, N.B., a 
school opened last fall that is 
totally owned and operated by a 
real-estate firm. The govern¬ 
ment controls the curriculum, 
but saves big on construction 
and management costs. Two 
public schools in York Region, 
north of Toronto, now offer a 
traditional classroom, with read¬ 
ing through phonics, teacher- 
guided instruction, a subject- 
based curriculum and a disci¬ 
pline code, programs typical in 
charter schools.Charter schools 
are but one piece of the move¬ 
ment towards school choice. 

The magic elixir is choice. 
Without it, educational improve¬ 
ments remains stifled by the poli¬ 
tics of the status quo and just 
plain bureaucratic inertia. With 
it, change is driven by the nor¬ 
mal desire of parents to have the 
best for their children.

Symposium tackles issues 


A major North American 
symposium to be held next 
month will focus on tough en¬ 
vironmental issues facing 
mountain parks. Canada's 
Centre for Environmental 
Leadership, a division of the 
Banff Centre for Manage¬ 
ment, will host the four-day 
event beginning September 3. 

Recognized as one of the 
top professional development 
facilities in North America the 
symposium will attract sen¬ 
ior leaders from both coun¬ 
tries. 

"The Mountain Park Sym¬ 


posium will be focusing on try¬ 
ing to develop solutions to 
some of the real challenges 
facing mountain parks," says 
Jerry Lemmon, director of the 
Centre for Environmental 
Leadership.

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Children are worthy of a second look

A July 6 Calgary Herald edito¬ 
rial called Peer Pressure: Par¬ 
ents should examine their priori¬ 
ties concludes with the following 
paragraph: 

"What Canadians must do is 
carefully examine our lives to 
ensure that the best emotional 
and moral interests of our young¬ 
sters are atop our priority lists. 
We must ensure that they re¬ 
ceive the mature, caring input 
from their parents that will, at 
the appropriate times, enable 
them to embrace the positive val¬ 
ues that will pave the way for 
their becoming contributing 
members of society." 

My initial reaction to the edi¬ 
torial was quite positive. Several 
good points had been raised. So, 
where did my twinge of discom¬ 
fort come from? A second reading 
helped to answer that question. 

The editorial implies that peo¬ 
ple only become contributing 
members of society as they ma¬ 
ture, age, and I suppose, become 


adults. That just does not fit with 
my view of the world. I believe 
that children of all ages and de¬ 
velopmental stages are contrib¬ 
uting members of society. In many 
respects, all they have to do is be 
themselves. 

I know that I benefit from be¬ 
ing able to share the inquisitive¬ 
ness, caring and energy that 
young people so often exhibit. 
Although it's an experience of a 
different nature, I think I also 
benefit from sharing in the prob¬ 
lems that children experience. 

Over and above whatever con¬ 
tributions children may make to 
individuals and families, I think 
that they have an impact on com¬ 
munities and the broader society 
that we live in. My beliefs are 
supported every time I read one 
of the weekly newspapers that 
provide coverage for Hanna, 
Drumheller, Three Hills, 
Strathmore, Carstairs, Didsbury 
and other Region 5 communi¬ 
ties. For every paper, for every 
edition, children and children's 


issues, are brought to my atten¬ 
tion. This happens through sto¬ 
ries, pictures, advertisements for 
upcoming events and in other 
miscellaneous ways. 

Often the coverage has ei¬ 
ther a school or a recreation or 
an arts/cultural focus. Some¬ 
times, however, the coverage 
has to do with youth involve¬ 
ment in the volunteer life of a 
community. Through this I am 
able to see and read about the 
direct contributions that youth 
make. 

With all of this emphasis on 
newspapers, please don't get me 
wrong. I don't spend all my time 
reading. I spend a good deal of 
time either around children or 
around adults who have lots of 
contact with children. Much of 
this contact stems from my role 
in the Redesign of Services for 
Children and Families. The re¬ 
design involves a community 
planning process. To date, more 
than 200 young people have 
played a part in the Region 5 


planning process. Some have 
participated in planning 
groups, others have helped with 
specific projects. 

An important message that I 
have heard over the past one to 
two years is that adolescents 
are looking for opportunities to 
serve as well as be served. This 
message has also been heard by 
the Region 5 Steering Commit¬ 
tee for Children and Family 
Services, as is illustrated by its 
inclusion in a recently com¬ 
pleted Preliminary Service 


Plan (copies available by call¬ 
ing 335-9435). 

With all of the strong beliefs 
that I have expressed, do I al¬ 
ways act as if I'm aware of the 
contribution that children 
make? Unfortunately the an¬ 
swer is no. Remember, I had to 
read the Calgary Herald article 
twice before my beliefs kicked 
in. Children are always worthy 
of a second look.

How many of us have spent 
a lifetime denying, suppress¬ 
ing, displacing or avoiding the 
troublesome emotion, anger? 

1 recently attended a course 
on resolving interpersonal 
conflict. 

The course manual says, 
"anger is one of the first emo¬ 
tions human beings experi¬ 
ence and probably one of the 
last emotions we learn to man¬ 
age effectively. 

"By four months of age, the 
muscles involved in display¬ 
ing anger have developed." 

I suspect I'm no different 
from the majority of you, 
through my work and per¬ 
sonal life I've found myself in 
situations where I'm dealing 
with angry people. 

Through this program I've 
learned something very in¬ 
teresting about anger. 

Anger isn't about facts. 

It's not about how much 
money was spent or the facts 
in a report. 

It's a reaction to an assump¬ 
tion that the event (the re¬ 
port or spending) is a danger¬ 
ous threat or one that we can't 
handle. 

Anyone of these situations 
may not result in anger if we 
conclude that the threat is not 
very great, or that we are pow¬ 
erful enough to confront it 
successfully. 

A calm unflustered re¬ 
sponse can occur. 

For example, if we get an¬ 
gry about spending money, a 
child missing curfew, or mem¬ 
ber's actions in an agricul¬ 
tural organization, it's a reac¬ 
tion to how these events are 
threatening a need or frus¬ 
trating because of an unmet 
need. 

We might feel that the or¬ 
ganization won't be viable, 
the teenager is unsafe, or that 
here won't be money for re¬ 
tirement. 

The feeling of anger is al¬ 
ways valid. It is merely a sig¬ 
nal from your body that some¬ 
thing is wrong, a problem ex¬ 
ists. 

The angry behavior that 
results may be an appropri¬ 
ate expression of a feeling, a 
displaced feeling, confused 
expression or a tantrum. 

Regardless of the motiva¬ 
tion these are some strategies 
from this course manual, to 
diffuse conflict: 

1. Remain calm yourself. 

2. Non-verbally reassure 
the other person, allow a com¬ 
fortable space between you. 

3. Encourage talking, show 
them you are listening, don't 
interrupt, encourage them to 
talk. 

4. Show understanding, 
respond with empathy, 
reframe statements, invite 
problem solving, match and 
lower intensity, use the indi¬ 
vidual's name, be prepared to 
repeat yourself. 

5. Commit to resolving the 
issue, empathize willingness 
to resolve the issue, acknowl¬ 
edge the importance of resolv¬ 


ing the issue. 

6 . Help the other person 
save face, reassure them, of¬ 
fer the option to pursue the 
issue later, refrain from judg¬ 
ing their behavior. 

Anger can be powerful and 
advantageous. 

It is a signal to us that 
something is wrong. What is 
critical to a successful outcome 
is that it is dealt with posi¬ 
tively.

This year the rodeo promises to be excit¬ 
ing competition of cowboys from all over 
the area who will compete in all of the 
major rodeo events.

"FCA is the Foothills Cowboy Associa- 
f/l tion," says Anderson. "And it is kind of the 
MM minor leagues of the rodeo circuit, these 
HB cov'boys hope one day to compete on the big 
W ^4 stock for the big purse." 

This high level of competition guaran¬ 
tees no one will have a boring time at the arena. 

"Because of the standards of those competing, it should be very exciting for the 
people watching from the stands," says Ajiderson, who has worked on the rodeo 
event for the Ag. Society for the last five years. 

The rodeo kicks off Friday night at 6:30 p.m. and goes almost all weekend. 
This year 252 cowboys have registered in the event, and that means even stiffer 
competition. 

The rodeo will be held in the Didsbury Memorial Complex and tickets are $7 
for adults and children 7 to 14, $4. 


Beautifying the water tower 

It sits on the top of the knoll, a round cylinder of concrete. Not really anything beautiful, but something necessary to the town. 

It is the water tower. 

But there is hope in the air for the boring concrete structure, hope in the form of the Town Council and local artist Ruth Jepson. 

Jepson proposed to paint sport theme murals on the tower last May and since then Ken Luck has been trying to scrounge 
up a sponsor or two to finance the project. 

We approached Nike Inc. in the States a while ago," says Luck. We thought they might like to do it because (Jepson's) sketches 
showed athlete’s playing golf." 

Unfortunately the big U.S. company responded with a polite letter that said they want to focus their advertising money on 
big name athletes and the push to market their shoes and apparel. 

So it is back to the drawing board for Luck. 

"The (Town Council) really thinks the murals will beautify the tower, and though we don't want to make it really commercial 
we are seeking a corporate sponsor or anyone who wants to help pay for the mural," says Luck. 

There are hopes to have at least one mural up by next spring. At a cost of $5,000 per life size athlete it may be only one or two 
on the tower, though Luck hopes there will be at least three. 

Luck says though they are seeking sponsorship to pay for the mural, they don't want anything gaudy. 

"You won't see a big coke can on the hill or anything," says Luck. 


A new home for the horses 

Didsbury may soon be seeing some new 
buildings going up in town, hopefully as 
soon as this fall. 

Gord Krebs who is the chair for the 
Didsbury Livestock Stabling Project hopes 
to see new horse barns replace the old 
facilities before the snow flies. 

We have been approved for some funding 
from the town," says Krebs. 

Krebs says in time people will see the old 
barns come down as the new barns become 
bigger. 

The new complex will hold 80 portable 
stalls, and will be 60 feet by 200 feet large. 

The stalls themselves will be 10 feet by 10 
feet. They will be built north of the grain elevator. 

Krebs says that the most attractive aspect of the new facility will be its 
flexibility. 

"It will be a multi-use facility," says Krebs. "Minor sports and such can 
use it in the winter for indoor soccer or something like that." 

Krebs points out that the deteriorating old horse barns may be what 
keeps our local horse shows from growing. 

"People say to me they really love the arena complex, but it's the stables 
that makes it hard for them to bring their horses here." 

Krebs and the Livestock Stabling Project is seeking corporate and 
private sponsors to help them match the grant from the government. He 
says they are considering a "sell-a-stall" campaign in hopes people will be 
willing to have a stall named after them in return for the cash. 

The estimated cost of the facility is $125,000. 


New Police Advisory member 

Crime in Didsbury is not as big an issue as in 
other urban locations. 

But there is still a need for law enforcement in 
our community to discourage would be criminals 
to do their business elsewhere. And where there 
are cops there is also a Police Advisory Commit¬ 
tee. 

Don Watt is the newest member on the commit¬ 
tee that serves as a go-between and a sounding 
board for the community and the RCMP. 

"Basically you can compare it to the Calgary 
Police Commission," says Watt. "It was designed 
on behalf of the citizens so that they have repre¬ 
sentation amongst law enforcement officials." 

What Watt will do with the Committee is sit 
down with the Sergeant in charge of the detach¬ 
ment and bring forward local concerns of the 
citizens. 

"If, for any reason, someone is uncomfortable 
with coming forward to the police, they can come to us and we'll bring it up with 
them," says Watt. 

Watt, who is an ex-member of the RCMP, says it is something he has always 
wanted to do, to work with the police as well as the people he represents on the Town 
Council. 

"Very seldom do we get serious issues that arise among the police and the 
community that there is a need to go to council," says Watt. "Rather we tend to deal 
with things on a day to day basis as they arise." 

The Police Advisory Committee meets every three months, and Watt says anyone 
with problems should contact the RCMP directly.

MWC Salers win at Stampede 


The faces are the same. It's the name that's changed

New name but the same 
friendly faces. Maxine and Duke 
Moreau of the Didsbury Shell 
want their customers to know 
that. 

Didsbury Shell? Yes, the old 
Turbo located just before the 
entrance to town, was trans¬ 
formed last month from its fa¬ 
miliar face. It is part of a na¬ 
tional phasing out of Turbo sta¬ 
tions by Shell Canada Limited. 

Shell took over the Turbo 
three or four years ago accord¬ 
ing to Maxine and they are start¬ 
ing to put their name to the last 
few Turbo stations specifically 
targeting the bulk and whole¬ 
sale operations first. "It's a 
gradual amalgamation," says 
Maxine. 

She pointed out there are 
some pretty obvious changes to 
the look of the station. The 
signage, the new line up of prod¬ 
ucts and the new bulk delivery 
trucks are the most notable that 
the customers are noticing. 

"It's funny to see some peo¬ 
ple's reaction when they first 
drive up," she says. The blue 
and white signage has been re¬ 
placed with the trademark red 
and yellow Shell. On the other 
hand, she says, some people 
drive up and don't even notice 
that the place they have been 
frequenting for years is com¬ 
pletely different. 

Perhaps that is because it is 
the people who work there and 
not the name that make a busi¬ 
ness as successful as the 


Moreau's. 

They say there will be quite a 
few benefits to the customers, 
like Air Miles points and the 
change in August to a Cardlock 
system which will allow cus¬ 
tomers to fill up 24 hours any 
day of the week and be billed 
once a month. "That, we know, 
will be a big benefit," says 
Maxine. 

The local Shell has formed a 
team with the Carstairs loca¬ 
tion. But, don't worry both loca¬ 
tions will still be existence. It 
will just provide for faster and 
more efficient customer service. 
Maxine explains the teaming up 
will help with things like mak¬ 
ing sure there are always enough 
trucks on the roads to get the 
deliveries done and the billing 
will be out of one central spot. 

The couple says overall they 
are happy with the change-over 
even though it may be difficult 
after starting their Turbo sta¬ 
tion from scratch and watching 
it develop for 10 years. 

"We were the first ones in this 
area to go with a Turbo and 
we've been building the busi¬ 
ness for 10 years. It is tough 
but, at the same time, we're 
encouraged because Shell is a 
well respected name in the mar¬ 
ket," says Maxine. They are ad¬ 
justing well. 

But don't be surprised one 
day if you call the Shell and 
Maxine answers the phone, 
"Good morning, Turbo." She 
says she is having the hardest 
time adjusting to the new phone

greeting after ten years of oper¬ 
ating as a Turbo. She says she is 
also having to learn all the new 
product line which she feels is 
easier for her husband because 
it's somehow "in his male in¬ 
stinct." 


Even though there are still 
some remnants of the Turbo 
(they are still wearing their old 
uniforms while awaiting the new 
ones) everything has gone very 
smoothly according to the 
Moreau's. 


"So far, all of our customers 
have responded very favorably." 

Maxine grew up in the Dids¬ 
bury area and her husband, 
Duke is originally from Sas¬ 
katchewan but has lived here 
for many years.
